lumbus, who filed the petition ss 
a tax-payer, and dismissed

case In a 4-to-2 decision. 
The tax commission, in audit­ 
ing the books of the Kroger Gro­ 
cery and Baking Company and the 
G reat A tlantic A Pacific Tea Co., 
for 1933, found a sales tax collec­ 
tion M ortage of $164 812 against 
Kroger 
and 
$276,101 
against 
A A P . The findings resulted from 
the application of s blanket 3 per- 
a 
cent on net taxable sales. 
The attorney general then ruled 
th at deficiencies could not be as­ 
certained by use of a fixed figure 
without sp ecific evidence that such 
a figure was Justified. Acting on 
a ; this decision, the tsx commission­ 
er ordered refunds totaling $187.- 
671 to vendors who had paid on 
th# fixed percentage assessment, 
and dropped efforts to celled the 
1933 deficiency from Kroger and

Mandamus Flied 
Foster then filed his mandamus 
action to force collection, and was 
granted his writ by the appellate 
court. The supreme court. In re- 
#> versing, held In effect that the 
com pany’s returns must be accept­ 
ed unless there was proof of other 
specific taxable sales. 
"Under the sales tax set, no 
authority Is conferred on the tax 
A , commissioner to assess a vendor 
according to the average percent­ 
age of tax collectable from pur­ 
chasers on taxable retail sales by 
other vendors in like businesses, or 
by . . . .m athem atical probabilities 
AT th a t the tax collectable. . . .could 
not be less than three percent,” 
the high court stated in its syila-1 
bus. 
"The sales tax act affective dur­ 
ing the calendar year 1933 did not 
y or authorise the levy of a tax 
err lion* 
"No duty rests upon the tax 
commissioner to levy an assess­ 
m ent against the vendor on ac­ 
count of sales of tangible personal 
property made during the year 
1933. unless he is In possession of 
evidence showing a specific retail 
sale or sale* of non-exempt tang­ 
ible property, upon which the tax j 
was collected by a vendor but for 
which th# proper am ounts of pre­ 
paid tax receipts were not can­ 
celled by the vendor, or for which 
no tax was collected or prepaid 
tax receipts cancelled." 
The high court chided the ap­ 
pellate court for granting the w rit 
in the first place.

legislative 
authority and should not 
make 
their office of expounding statutes 
a cloak for supplying something 
om itted from an act of the gen­

"The question is not what 
did the general assembly intend 
to enact, but what is the meaning 
of that which it did.

The body can stand low tem­ 
perature much better than high. 
I have seen hum ans in a freezing 
treatm ent room when the th er­ 
mometer showed a body heat of 
80 who revived rapidly afte r re­ 
turning to normal air. 
But a 
continued fever of 108 cannot be 
endured by our nervous systems 
for long. 


Throw* Off Heat 
In hot weather the body pre­ 
vents itself from overheating by 
throwing off heat— first by excre­ 
tions as the urine and feces, sec­ 
ond by the expiration of warm 
breath, and third, by evaporation 
and radiation and conduction of 
the skin. 
This last is by far the 
most im portant, it being esti­ 
mated that the body’s heat loss 
is 14 per cent by evaporation and 
73 per cent by radiation and con­ 
duction from the skin surface. It 
gets rid of over 2,000 calories a 
day in this m anner.

The symptoms which are asso­ 
ciated with what used to be called 
sunstroke are now considered to 
be caused by chemical disturb­ 
ances in the blood rather than as 
form erly emphasized, disordered 
heat regulation. 
All the symp­ 
toms of sunstroke—cram ps, coma, 
convulsions—can be seen in those 
who work in hot occupations in­ 
doors or in mines entirely away 
from the sun. 


Loss of Salt 
They are due in large p art to 
the excessive loss of salt from the 
body in the perspiration. 
W ater 
is also lost, but it is known th a t 
water replacem ent alone will not 
prevent them. So in good hot wea­ 
ther you need plenty of salt in 
your food. 
There is also some 
u -turbance of sugar nutrition, 
not so well understood, but tab­ 
lets given to workers in heating 
industries to take dissolved in 
plenty 
of 
w ater, 
now 
contain 
sugar as well as salt.

suspect the state of his coronary 
arteries. 
In fact the craze for a 
quick suntan is foolish in anybody 
but the young brunette. F u rth er­ 
more there is many a guy with one 
of those sandy complexions who 
sits out on a cord and foggy day, 
and is rewarded only by a lot of 
keratatic spots on his hands and 
face. 
Sunburn is not caused by 
heat but by ultraviolet rays and 
they go through clouds: The trea t­ 
m ent of injudicious sunburning 
is th a t of any mild bum —a sooth­ 
ing cream , such as butesin picrate 
ointm ent.
